On  the  Friday  evenings  of  Dec.  6  and  13,  Rabbi  Steinberg  will  evaluate  the 
Jewish  future  against  two  sets  of  contingency.  In  the  first  of  these  two  sermons, 
that  of  Dec.  6,  Rabbi  Steinberg  will  portray  what  the  Jewish  future  is  likely  to 
be  in  the  event  of  a  British  victory.  While  few  Jews  are  thinking  beyond  that 
point,  there  will  be  large  and  grave  problems  for  the  Jewish  world  to  resolve  even

Of  Jewish  Personalities 

The  Adult  Classes  sponsored  by  the  Adult 
Education  Committee  have  had  a  larger  and 
more  enthusiastic  response  than  at  any  season 
since  their  establishment.  The  next  session 
will  be  held  Monday  evening,  Dec.  16,  at 
which  time  the  major  lecture  course  will  be 
devoted  to  Paul,  the  founder  of  systematic 
Christianity  and  one  of  the  Jewish  person¬ 
alities  who  has  influenced  civilization. 

The  preceding  sessions  were  devoted  to  the 
personalities  of  the  Prophets — Amos,  Hosea 
and  Isaiah  constituted  the  first  group;  Jere¬ 
miah,  Ezekiel  and  the  Second  Isaiah  com¬ 
prised  the  themes  of  the  second  session.  A 
portrayal  of  Jesus  of  Nazareth  was  given 
on  Dec.  2. 

The  Committee  on  Adult  Education  pre¬ 
fers  naturally  that  everyone  register  for  the 
full  course,  but  does  allow  admission  to  in¬ 
dividual  meetings  on  payment  of  a  nominal 
admission  fee.

phant.  What  these  problems  are  and  how 
they  are  to  be  met  will  be  Rabbi  Steinberg’s 
theme. 

On  Friday  evening,  Dec.  13,  the  Rabbi 
will  consider  the  other  alternative — a  Ger¬ 
man  victory.  It  has  become  almost  habitual 
among  Jews  to  assert  that  should  Hitler 
prevail,  the  Jewish  people  is  done  for.  While 
there  can  be  no  doubt  of  the  infinitely  heavier 
burden  which  will  rest  upon  Jews  should 
the  Nazis  win  out,  the  career  of  the  Jewish 
people  need  not  necessarily  come  to  an  end 
at  this  point.  How  survival  is  to  be  possible 
will  on  this  occasion  be  Rabbi  Steinberg’s 
theme.
